CHINESE DINNER AT*SINCAPORE. 

Sincapore is an Island belonging to Great 
Britain, situated near the southern extremity 
of Melacca. In June last, Mr. Habi, a Chinese 
Merchant, entertained the whole of the Eu- 
ropean merchants and military officers of the 
city of Smcanore with a splendid Chinese din- 
ner. Inthe bill of fare, were the following 
‘delicious novelties ;’ soups of birds’ nests, 
frogs’ and ducks’ livers; a lasher of stewed 
elephants’ tails, with a sauce of lizards’ eggs; 
a stewed porcupine, served up with the fat of 
turtle ; fishmaws served up with sea-weed ; a 
platter full of snipes’ eyes, garnished around 
the border with peacocks’ combs, (this dish 
cost $200 ; jellies made from the rhinoceros’ 
hide ; fruit from Mallacca and Rhio; wines 
from Europe, &c. ihe party remained at 
the table until 3 o’clock the next morning ; 
** about this time, the wine had made an im- 
pression on the heads of some of the party, 
and the glass ware was heard to tingle in dif- 
ferent parts of the room ; all however, ended 
in perfect harmony.” 

Captain Weddell, of the British Navy, whose 
account of his recent voyage towards the 
South Pole, is in the press, after passing 
through an extensive barrier of ice islands, 
about fifty miles broad, commencing in the 
latitude of 68 degrees, on the 20th February, 
1823, actually reached the high latitude of 
seventy-four degrees fifleen minutes south, Were, 
with very clear weather, he was astonished 
to find that not a single piece of field-ice, and 
only four ice-islands, were in sight, even as 
far as the eye could reach from the mast-head. 
The state of the sea, in this high southern 
latitude, must excite wonder in the minds of 
geographical inquirers; who, since the uan- 
successful attempt of Cantain Cook, to ad- 
vance beyond the seventy-first degree, have 
considered these regions as impenetrable.— 
The lateness of the season, and many concur- 
rent circumstances, compelled Captain Wed- 
dell to take advantage of a strong southerly 
wind to return homewards. He gave to this 
part of the ccean, the name of The Sea of 
George the Fourth.
